TUPELO, Miss., April 6.— 
(AP)—Tornado-ravaged Tu- 
pelo, the enthusiastic little 
northeast Mississippi TVA city, 
was placed under military con- 
trol tonight as its grieving but 
courageous citizenry cared for 
an estimated 200 persons killed 
in last night’s fierce storm and 
ministered to a thousand others 
injured as their homes were 
crashed to pieces by the wind. 

The latest count of bodies 
_brought into emergency 
morgues in the business sec- 
tion totaled 187, all identi- 
: tt, most 
white residents of Willis Heights, 
suburb of Tupelo which stood a 
mile west of the main part of town 
before some score or more of its 
residential blocks were blown to 
bits by the tornado. 

The business section of the town 
escaped the worst of the blow, but 
the lighting system, water works 
plant and the local telephone sys- 
tem ~vbich served the city’s approx- 
Nnately 8,000 population were put 
out of commission by the storm. 

Survivors who rushed out to res- 
cue the injured and retrieve the 
bodies of the dead after the storm 
raced on into Alabama, Tennessee 
and Georgia still with deadly effect 
were mobilized into action by Mayor 
J. P, Nanny, of Tupelo. 

Hospitals Set Up. 

Emergency hospitals were hastily 
set up in the courthouse of Lee 


county, the city hall and remaining 
churches to care for the injured. 
In response to the mayor’s imme- 
diate appeal to the outside for aid, 
special trains were sent to Tupelo 
along with all kinds of transporta- 
tion conveyances with doctors,

Many of those removed were gravely 
injured, with broken backs, legs and | 
arms, or crushed bodies and relief of- 
ficials feared that some of them would 
die before they reached their destina- 
tions. 

With all near-by towns, cities and 
communities contributing their share 
of aid for stricken Tupelo, a score 
of improvised hospitals were set up

TUPELA, Miss., April 6—(4)—“I 
was repairing a telephone line-in the 
western part of town and saw the 
sky in the west filling with black 
masses of clouds. It was a,little after

a huge black funnel: with a small 
tip on the ground. I knew what it 

meant and I ducked for shelter. 

“That cloud, or -funnel, traveled

WASHINGTON, April 6—(#)— 
Government agencies were warned 
against “unlawful inquisitorial inves- 
tigations” by the stpreme court to- 
day in administering another defeat 
to the New Deal. 

In a 6-to-3 opinion, delivered by 
Justice Sutherland, the tribunal ruled 
that the Securities Commission could 
not compel J. Edward Jones, New 
York dealer in oil securities, to tes- 
tify concerning a proposed $100,000 
stock issue after he had withdrawn 
his . registration statement.

60 Die in One Plant. 

Between 60 and 70 persons, most- 
ly girls and young women, are 
known to have been buried alive and 
then burned to death in-the Cooper 
Pants Factory, a downtown indus- 
trial establishment. 

Although unofficial estimates said 
that from 70 to’80 were killed in 
the Cooper plant, G. J. Anderson 
said that as far.as he knew only 
three of the 125 employes escaped.

Saw Two Clouds. 


I had been out to the country early 
this morning and on my back to town 
I noticed two great funnel-shaped 
clouds. Not one, but: two. One 
seemed to be blowing a hot wind and 
the second a cold wind. As I neared 
the business district these two great. 
clouds struck at one time. 

For three blocks south of the square

Porches were blowing high in the air.

In the short space of a few sec- 
onds it struck the business district. 
Newman’s department store, one of 
the city’s largest, caved in like a 
cracker box. The sturdy Dixie Hunt 
hotel swayed for a second or two but 
remained standing. Part of it was 
blown away and the roof was pitched 
across the street in the public square. 
Building after building caved in. 

No Water Pressure. 


In a few minutes there were fires 
breaking out in all sections. The fire 
department building had been wrecked 
and our own apparatus was of no help 
to us. I sent firemen to Buford for 
help and in a few minutes we had 
departments here from: Buford, Win- 
der, Lawrenceville -and Athens, but 
our water pressure was gone. We 
could do nothing but try to hold the 
fires to the buildings where they origi- 
nated. -Later I advised with General 
Camp and we found it necessary to 
dynamite several buildings to prevent 
the entire city from being engulfed 
in flames. 

I was here 35 years ago when an- 
other devastating tornado visited 
Gainesville and the loss of life was 
appalling then. But the storm then 
hit in the residential sections and there 
was no great damage done downtown. 

It all happened today in the space 

less than. five:.minutes, probably 
our. . ‘i 
Prone on Ground. 


I cannot describe the howl of the 
hurricane. It seemed like a million 
claps of thunder in one. I lay prone 
on the ground for a minute or tw 
after I saw the twister hit the busi- 
ness district and when I got up and 
looked around our city appeared as 
though it had been visited by a fleet 
of bombing planes. There was confu- 
sion everywhere. I shall mever forget 
the ‘wails which came from the dying 
and the groans of the injured. I shall 
hear them as long as I live. It was 
awful. 

I knew that things had to be done 
immediately, but in a minute or two 
I realized how helpless we all were. 
We didn’t even have bandages for the 
injured, nor medicine. We had no 
place to take them and no one to 
care for them. 

Help Came Quickly. 

The newspapers and the radio sta- 
tions broadcast urgent appeals, and 1 
went to tell everybody how Georgia 
responded. I did not know that we 
had so many ambulances, doctors and 
nurses. They came from all directions 
and they were prepared. They knew 
that we would have no supplies so they 
brought them with them. 

Gainesville owes the doctors and the 
nurses and the undertakers a debt she 
can never repay. We are more than 
thankful. I know the undertakers who 
loaned us their ambulances never will 
get a penny for the trouble, but 1 
want to tell everyone in Georgia now, 
that when Gainesville rises again she 
will ever stand ready to lend a help- 
ing hand to her sister cities of Geor- 
gia, though we hope a catastrophe like 
this never visits the earth again.

COURT’S SEC DECISION 
IS PRAISED BY JONES 

NEW YORK, April 6—(UP)—J. 
Edward Jones, on whose case the Se 
curities and Exchange Commission lost 
a supreme court decision today, hail 
the court’s action as the most impor 
tant since the inception of our, govern- 
mént. 

“The decision of the court probably 
ranks as the outstanding one since 
the inception of our government in 
safeguarding the liberties and freedom 
of individual citizens,’ Jones said, 
“particularly in the protection of per 
sons from a tyrannical bureaucracy at 
Washington. It establishes, in most 
forceful language, the American sys 
tem as a government of laws instea 
of one by the rule of autocrate and 
usurpers. ’ 

“My business has been ruined. My 
business organization is practically de- 
stroyed and still the vindictive perse- 
eution continues. The condemnation 
of this kind of thing is best expressed 
by the following quotation from the 
supreme court itself, which I com- 
mend to the infants of the legal pro 
fession who represent the commission, 
as an excellent lesson not only in law 
and Americanism, but also in mo 
principles as well: . 

“‘The action of the commission 
finds no support in right, principle or 
in law. It is wholly unreasonable and 
arbitrary. It violates the cardinal pre- 
cepts upon which the constitutional 
safeguard of petsonal liberty ultimate- 
ly rests; that this shall be a govern- 
ment of laws; because to the precise 
extent that the mere will of an offi- 
cial or an official body is permitt 
to. take the place of allowable official 
discretion or to supplant the standing 
laws as a rule of human preg? a the 
government ceases to be one of laws 
and becomes:an autocracy.

‘Not 
their ambition to extend the: frontiers 
of the reich is at the back of. the 
formidable armament campaign, but 
the terrible economic predicament 
in which the Fuehrer finds himself. 
He has mortgagéd national finances 
for decades. to. come... He has pushed 
millions of young men into labor 
corps, army and other para-military 
organizations. Whatever industry is 
functioning in Gérmany today is war 
industry. ’ 

Herr Hitler cannot suddenly stop 
this mad course and throw seven or 
eight million men out of -work. He 
must keep on in the road he has tak- 
en. . Yet funds are running low. You 
cannot keep on producing war ma- 
terial forever and never take ina 
cent on productive endeavor. Raw 
material is getting scarce. ‘Herr Hit- 
ler had to chose between collapse in- 
side or a breakdown in his armament 
campaign. He chose to extend the 
reich’s territory by occupying the 
Rhineland. There 2,000,000 men will 
find work for the next year or soa in 
the construction of forts. Herr Hit- 
ler chose a way out which endanger- 
‘ed: the peace of the world. He did 
not hesitate. -He will not hesitate 
either when he is again in economic 
difficulties and. then his decision may 
have more serious results. : 


No French 
Mobilization. © 

All reports of a mobilization of the 
French army are false. The idea was 
not even considered. That’ some 
French statesmen were contemplating 
an immediate preventative war againet 
Germany, on the principle of a stitch 
in timé saves nine, is a. gross piece of 
slander.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY 


, TOBACCOSIS. 

* A preceding: talk dealt with the 
nature and treatment of nicotine poi- 
soning, that is, acute poisoning by 
the alkaloid nicotine or by tobacco 
itself. 

This talk deals with chronic tobacco 
poisoning, or tobaccosis; the pathe- 
logical condition resulting from exces- 
sive use of tobacco, whether by smok- 
ing, chewing or taking snuff. We 
don’t know how much of the harm 
is done by other components of to- 
bacco smoke,..notably carbon monox- 
ide, pyridine, ammonia; so the term 
tobaccosis, or. tobaccoism if you pre- 
fer¢seems more accurate than the term 
chronie nicotine poisoning. 

Tachycardia, that is, too rapid heart 
beat, is one-of the most familiar signs 
of tobaccosis. A rapid pulse general- 
ly means weakening of the heart. To- 
gether with the fast heart beat there 
is usually more or less breathlessness 
on slight exertion; the “wind” is 
poor; this is:the reason why athletes 
must eschew smoking. When a young 
man finds he. can’t run a mile with- 
out getting winded he had better con- 
sider the wisdom: of. temperance. 

When the shortness of breath fails 
to warn the victim or when he fails 
to heed the warning, a bit later come 
other symptoms which are more in- 
teresting and more profitable for the 
doctors, particularly palpitation or at- 
tacks of pseudo-angina, and hyper- 
chlorhydria or acid stomach—excessive 
secretion of a&ydrochloric acid, at- 
tended in many cases with symptoms 
difficult to distinguish from the symp- 
toms of pastric or duodenal ulcer. 

Amblyopia, impairment of vision, is 
a common symptom of tobaccosis, In 
some instances the patient develops 
color-blindness, and relief from these 
handicaps is to be gained only by ab- 
staining from the use of tobacco, not 
merely for a week or a month but for 


good and all. 


Tobaccosis sufferers often ask how 
long it takes to eliminate the tobacco 
or nicotine. from the system. The 
answer to that is simple ugh*. it 
takes only a few days. But the repair 
of organic damage from months or 
years of excessive indulgence takes a 
good deal longer, and that is ‘why it is 
essential to stop smoking for months 
or years in order to recover from: to- 
baccosis. -Tobaccosis is disease result- 
ing from prolonged poisoning, — 

High blood pressure and arterios-. 
clerosis are, in the opinion of many 
hysicians, common signs of tobacco- 
ism.’ The dl pressure may resume 
its normal bounds some months after 
the poisoning has been stopped; but 
when your arteries are hardened, well, 
they are not so likely to become soft 
and elastic again. You can’t have 
your youth and waste it too. 

Thrombo-angiitis obliterans, Buerg- 
er’s disease, which in some cases term- 
inates in gangrene and amputation of 
a foot, is a manifestation of advanced 
tobaccosis. Heretofore this affliction 
exclusivel in 
young men who smoked too much, It 
won’t be long now. I fear, before the 
fast living women begin to come up 
for amputation. The girls are certain- 
ly headed that way.

When the employes in the rest of

to crowd down the stairway in the

I heard the fire—which had badly 
burned some of the 40 bodies so far 
removed from the _  structure—tfirst 
started on the stairway where the 
women congregated and were unable to 
escape from the building.

GAINESVILLE, Ga., April 6.—Be- 
tween 60 and 70 of Gainesville’s dead 


met their end today, trapped in a 
blazing, crumbling pants factory, crying 
for help which horrified onlookers 
heard but could not answer.

The,troops patroled the streets of 
the city and highways leading into 
Tupelo throughout the day to pre- 
serve order and facilitate rescue work, 
while Civilian Conservation Corps 
workers, TVA workmen and state 
highway employes in groups rushed 
into the city to intensify the relief and 
rescue work and start reclamation. 

The adjutant general placed the city 
under etrict military control and is- 
sued an order for evacuation of Tu- 
pelo by all visitors by nightfall. All 
nonresidents remaining would be sub- 
ject to arrest, he said. 

Injured Given Aid. 

The injured were brought to the 

emergency hospitals in the heart of 


the city all day long. If their injuries Red 


were so serious that they were beyond 
medical aid, they were carried to the 
county courthouse to await death on 
unblanketed cots, or such other bed- 
ding as could be provided. 

Dr. L. C. Feemsater Jr., in charge of 
the courthouse “hospital,” said they 
were “dying by the dozens” at one 
time during the day. 

Over one hundred patients were 
moved to Memphis aboard a relief 
train before noon, to be cared for 
in hospitals of that city. The train 
returned to take another cargo of 
suffering humanity on the return trip. 

Officials found it next to. impos- 
sible to check the list of dead and 
injured carried to near-by towns. Hos- 
pitals at Booneville, New Albany, Pon- 
totoec, West Point, Houston and other 
surrounding Mississippi towns were 
crowded to overflowing.

“There’s 15 burning up in there,” 
a policeman tells you, pointing at the 
flames whose heat beats back Fhe awe- 
stricken crowd, while Atlanta firemen 
make futile efforts to pump water out 
of a waterworks system that was badly 
crippled. ; 

A block away, the city hall is in 

ruins. Under the pile of bricks is 
buried Gainesville’s fire department. 
Trapped by the walls that tumbled 
over the entrance to the fire house, 
the firemen inside who survived mi- 
raculously slid hose through holes in 
that tumbled wall and strove to pump 
water out to the buildings burning 
across the street. 
_ Ambulances by the dozen scream 
into town from Atlanta, Cumming, 
Buford, Lawrenceville, Winder and 
every other city that has heard the 
cry of the stricken city. 

At a corner drug store, only the 
section of a wall remains with a clock 
resting in a nest of town advertising. 
The First National bank walls are 
built of thick granite blocks like a 
medieval fortress but the interior has 
been swept clean by the tornado. The 
desks have been hurled into the mid- 
dle of. the square. Here is another 
clock and both these clocks stopped 
jdead at 8:47. 

Carrying the Injured. 

Before the ambulances could arrive 
from other cities, farmers’from the 
outskirts and fininjured men, women 
and children were in the downtown 
area, carrying out the injured. 

Men and women were struggling 
through the streets. with unconscious 
and conscious victims, whose legs or 
arms were snapped in two and dangled 
helplessly. 
|. The ambulances sweep into town. 

Doctors and nurses jump off. There 
is no one to direct.

Conditions “Appalling.” 

Miss Shepperson, who arrived early 
this afternoon, with a large staff of 
trained workers, including Miss ‘Jan 
Van de Vrede, head of the WPA ‘nurs- 
ing unit, said she found conditions 
“appalling.” 

“Every agency of the relief forces 
of the nation is available to Gaines- 
ville,” Miss Shepperson said. “I talk- 
ed with Administrator Harry L. Hop- 
kins, in Washington, just before I left 
Atlanta and he informed me to spare 
no expense in helping this stricken 
city.” 

Miss Shepperson was followed into 
Gainesville by 10 large truckloads of 
food and several trucks filled . with 
medical supplies.

“We got down off those upper 
floors,” said one worker of the morn- 
ing shift who stood gazing at the 
building in which he had narrowly 
missed death a few hours before. 

“We could see it coming.” The New 
Holland mi!l sits high on a hill, two 
and a half miles northeast of Gaines- 
ville. 

“Yes, sir, the clouds looked funny 
and we heard the roar. Everybody 

iled down as they saw it coming. It 
ooked like two clouds fighting to get 
at one another and bumping one an- 
other off. We could see things going 
up in the air way over there at 
Gainesville.” 
700 Workers—None Injured. 

So, there at the mills, 700 workers 
on that single morning shift were 
huddled in terror on the lower floors 
as the storm. hit the .building, rocked 
it and ripped roof and walls off and 
scattered them over the fields. Nota 
person was injured. One man was 
killed in his home at Lindbergh, a 
wayside settlement a small piece away. 

All through the residential areas of 
Gainesville, north, east, south and 
west, the women and children are 
gathered in terror stricken groups on 
the porches throughout the day, wait- 
ing for some word from missing friends 
and relatives. 

Parked automobiles, beaten into 
shapeless piles of tin and shattered 
parts are still scattered over the 
streets, beyond the help of the most 
= | skilled mechanics. * 

Hundreds of Ruined Cars. 

Automobile row was unroofed and 
most of the buildings housing the 
agencies were wrecked with their dis- 
lays of shiny new cars inside, hope- 
essly buried and flattened under piles 
of brick. 

A statue, erected to some hero of the 
Confederacy, hewn out of'solid marble 
and resting on a granite base, was 
lifted off its pedestal and hurled 50 
feet away.

days in this very same region. Mexico 
City dates back about 600 years and 
was founded by Aztec Indians. 
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As we watch a crowded market-, 


Hatchets with bronze heads, chairs, 


mats, jewels, cornbread and cakee 
were among the other things which 
could be bought. 

On a November day in the year 
1519 the Spanish leader, Cortez, led 
a few hundred soldiers to Mexico City. 
They came as visitors, and were greet- 
ed with rich gifts by Montezuma II, 
emperor of the Aztec nation. He gave 
them a palace to live in. Later, by 
crafty daring, the Spaniards made 
Montezuma a prisoner in that very 
same palace. Through him, Cortez was 
able to rule the city to a certain ex- 
tent. 

The Spaniards, however, did not 
make their rule fast without warfare. 
The Aztecs rose in revolt. They 
wounded Montezuma himself, when he 
spoke to them and tried to quiet them, 
and from his wound the unhappy em- 
peror died. Thousands of Aztecs fell 
in the fighting which followed. It was 
two years after he arrived before Cor- 
tez made himself the real master of 
the Aztec capital. 

How could a few hundred Spanish 
soldiers conquer tens of thousartds of 
hardy Indian warriors? 

Besides the craft and daring of 
Cortez, there were three reasons. The 
Spaniards had cannon, muskets and 
metal armor to use in fighting against 
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men with spears :nd arrows, Also they 
had the help of several thousand In- 
dians who belonged to tribes not 
friendly to the Aztecs, A -third help 
was a legend which the Aztecs be- 
lieved. This legend—about a “white 
god”—we shall speak more about in 
our next story.

LAWYER TELLS SENATE 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—(4)—A. 
L. Rankin, West Palm Beach attorney, 


testified at the senate. impeachment 
trial of Federal Judge Halsted L. Rit- 
ter, of Florida, today he paid. the 
jurist $2,500 the same day he received 
an gdvance of $25,000 on a $75,000 

ership fee allowed him by Ritter. 

Rankin was Ritterr’s former law 
partner. ~ 

The house prosecution charges the 
$2,500 was part of $4, Ritter “‘cor- 
ruptly and unlawfully” received from 
Rankin after going on the bench in 
February, 1929. 

The defense claims the money was 
in discharge of an honest debt owed 
the judge for his interest when their 
law partnership dissolved after the 
jurist received his appointment. 

The story of the $2,500 payment was 
developed by Representative Hobbs, 
democrat, Alabama, member of the 
three-man house ‘prosecution staff. 

Paid Others by Check. 

Rankin testified he wrote checks to 
pay other attorneys for services re- 
ceivership, but his payment to Judge 
Ritter was in cash because he “did 
not want to subject Cudge Ritter, or 
myself, to criticism.” 

“Everybody but Ritter got his in 
check?”. asked Hobbs. 

“Correct,” Rankin replied. . 

“Was there anyone else in his of- 
fice when the payment was made?’ 

“There was no one else in his priv- 
ate office.” 

“You didn’t take a receipt?” 

“No, there wasn’t a scratch of a 

pen.” 
“Tt’s a fact then that you got $25,- 
000 under a decree signed by Ritter 
and after writing a couple of checks, 
took another for 3.000, cashed it, 
and gave Ritter $2,500?” 

“That's exactly right.” 

Asked by Senator Robinson, demo- 
crat, Arkansas, why he paid Ritter 
in cash, Rankin said: 

“I started to write out a check and 
then it occurred to me Judge Ritter 
might not be doing business there (at 
the bank Rankin patronized) and then 
it might subject him and me to criti- 
cism to pay him on the same day the 
receivership fee was paid.”

He also said, in reply to questions 
by Hobbs,\he filed intervening peti- 
tions in the suit for other clients at 
the time he was supposed to be repre- 
senting Bert E. Holland, of Boston, 
who controlled $50,000 of first mort- 
gage bonds on the property.
